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FEW MISTAKES IN PRINTING CURRENCY 
Gov ernments hav e alway s been so carefu l in 
printing and issu ance of money that there hav e 
ra rely ev er been mistak es mad e in bank notes. 
As wou ld be ex pected in d ealing with hu man 
fra ilty , there are rare ex ceptions. 
There has 
Ijfeen a t least one ou tstand ing ex ception in the 
United States. In 18 90, a bill got into circu lation 
tha t showed one hu nd red d ollars on one sid e and 
fifty d ollars on the other. 
This was d iscov ered by a hotel clerk . When 
he was mak ing u p the accou nts for the d ay , he 
fo und a d iscrepancy he cou ld not ex plain. Plac­ 
ing the bills in his left hand , he cou n^d them 
o ne by one by tu rning them ov er and placing 
them in his right hand . Then he cou nted them 
ba ck in the other d irection. 
When d one from 
rig ht to left, his cash balanced . When d one the 
o ther way , there was a fifty -d ollar d eficit. 
The baffled clerk wasted two hou rs end eav or­ 
ing to find his error. Finally , in d esperation, he 
ca lled 
the manager and 
d emonstrated 
his 
trou ble to him. The two d ecid ed to ex amine ev ­ 
ery bill ind iv id u ally . 
This was d one and the 
fa ulty one fou nd . It had been accepted as a one 
hundred d ollar note. 
The treasu ry d epartment was written to and 
ha d a record of the bill. There had been two 
misprinted bills, d u e to their being rev ersed in 
the press. One had a fifty -d ollar rev erse and a 
o ne hu nd red -d ollar obv erse. 
The other had a 
fifty -do lla r obv erse and a one hu nd red -d ollar 
rev erse. The other one had been d iscov ered be­ 
fo re it was issu ed .

Bu t a hand fu l of ou tsid ers d o tu mble into easy 
money , and it is the tales of their q u ick ly won 
wealth, rather than the recital of the millions of 
failu res, that d raw new moths to the stock 
mark et flame, and into other “get-rick -q u ick ” 
v entu res.
